THE SUBURBAN HORSE. 


| HAVE OFTEN wondered where the suburban horse lives before he comes 

to the suburbs; and I have sometimes thought that there must be people 
who make a special business of going about all over the country and col- 
lecting misfit horses of odd, job-lot sizes and styles, for distribution in 
suburban towns. 

City horses and real country horses may be readily divided into various 
grades and classes; recognizable even to one as ignorant of such matters as 
Iam.

But I am not speaking about animals 

such as these. You may see their 

like everywhere where people are try- 

ing to get rid of their money.

+ suburbs, and is a thing to be studied 
all by himself. 

- e ; Shy In the first place, he is no particu- 

rae lar kind of horse—or he is any and 

every kind, as you please to put it. His 

quality, character and station among horses depend almost entirely upon 

his ownership and employment; and he has only to change hands to 

change his nature. He is one horse if you own him, and another horse 

if J own him; and he may be any number of horses in the course of his 

long and peaceful but much varied existence. Having no horse or carriage 

of my own, good or bad, to provide for, | am a mere spectator of other 

men’s horses, and how they play their parts, and you have no idea how 

diversely they are presented unto me. 

Take the case of Rix, for instance. I take his case because he is the 
horse I know best, and because he is one of the very few that I can recog- 
nize at sight. In the way of horse-flesh it takes something, as a rule, 
about as showy as a calico circus pony to attract my attention and fix itself 
in my memory. But Rix and I got personally acquainted when I first 
came to the town, and I have since watched his checkered 
career with a friendly interest.

When I first knew him he belonged to a market- >< 
gardener in the next county, who used to come to my = 
door with his vegetables.

Now, up to this date, I wish you to observe, the horse was devoid of 
any noticeable characteristic. He had no pedigree. The gardener had

matter. He was avery dark bay horse, neither large nor small, of an 
equable disposition, and quite scund and healthy.

THE PUZZLE 
OF REFORM. 





fee p> IS now going on in New York an exhibition 
of misgovernment that can be watched with profit 
; by the whole country. It shows the practical working 
of a law that was passed, ostensibly, to preserve the sanctity of the Sabbath, 
but, in reality, to place the saloon-keeper in the power of the politician. 
This law forbids the sale of malt and spirituous liquors and certain articles 
of food on Sunday. It is an old law, passed by the legislature of the State 
and not by the citizens themselves. Never, until about four weeks ago, 
has any determined effort been made to enforce it. Before that, the privi- 
lege of violating it was sold by the Police to the tradesmen interested. 
The public, for a long time, did not seriously object, because the incon- 
venience to which it was subjected on Sunday was slight. With the tolls 
exacted for violations of this law a ring of politicians was enabled to secure 
control of the government of the city, and to plunder tax-payers year after 
year. Thus corruption of the worst kind came from this law so long as 
the people permitted it to be violated. They winked at bribery and 
blackmail because they were led to believe that without it their liberty on 
Sunday would be interfered with. A minister of the gospel in New York 
City, after many trials and repeated rebuffs, finally brought the people to 
see the monstrous iniquity they were condoning. Ina hasty moment of 
virtue they turned the blackmailers out of office and put honest men in 


their places to enforce the law. 
* 


* * 

It ’s a straight story up to this time, easy to comprehend. But now 
comes a confusing chapter. The new officers, chosen for their honesty, 
set about their work with such enthusiasm that they almost enforced the 
law. To all practical intents they did enforce it. And what was the 
result? Did the people sing their praises and promise them new honors? 
Not a bit of it! The people —or a good share of them, at least — sud- 
denly discovered that they would rather have the old system of blackmail 
under which their Sunday liberty was not interfered with, than to go 
thirsty on that day in an honestly governed city. And so the new officers 
have been denounced for excessive zeal, and threatened with political 
death ; — not by low characters, drunkards and the like, but by very ex- 
cellent people who helped to put them in power. A large delegation of 
reputable citizens called upon the Mayor the other day to protest against a 
strict enforcement of the excise law. Of the three men that headed. this 
delegation, two were officers of the law. One was Tamsen, the Sheriff of 
New York county; the other was Grosse, an Internal Revenue Collector. 
Both of these men have solemnly sworn to uphold the laws of the land. 
Yet both insisted that the Mayor should connive with the liquor sellers to 
violate the law. Legally it was as iniquitous as if they had asked the 
Mayor to wink at pocket-picking, arson or burglary. Both men were false 
to their oaths. Here was evidence of another kind of corruption that 
always results from a law that has not the approval of the people. Not 
only has this law, unenforced, bred political corruption of a kind most dan- 
gerous to Republican institutions, but it has so rotted public sentiment 
that reputable men are not ashamed to plead for its continued violation. 
Is it not a disheartening anomaly in an age which we proudly call enlight- 
ened, that the Board of Police Commissioners of the foremost city of the 
land should be forced to apologize for its honesty and firmness in enforcing 
the law? Yet, President Roosevelt and his fellow-commissioners have prac- 
tically been forced into an apologetic attitude, by the indignation which 
their effort to enforce the law has afoused in the people. Personally, of 
course, Mr. Roosevelt would not apologize for his zeal. He is striving to 
enforce the law because it is the law — because it is unbending and pro- 
vides no legal means for its own violation. But even he has been obliged 
to refer to this fact as an excuse, to aver his disapproval of the law itself, 
and to remind his critics that the surest way to achieve the repeal of a bad 
law is to enforce it rigidly. So here are two results that came from this 
law while it was not enforced: blackmail and a diseased public sentiment.

So much for the law while no real effort was made to enforce it. Now 
let us see what happens when it is enforced. Let it be remembered that 
the drinking of liquor has never been declared by the law to be a crime. 
There are many worthy people who believe the practice to be sinful, but 
the law really permits a man to drink all the liquor he wants every day of 
the week. The utmost it has assumed to do in New York is to close 
saloons during the early hours of the morning and on Sunday. Such a 
law enforced works a gross injustice to a large class of people: to the 
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people whose limited means debar them from the privileges of a club or 
a restaurant. No more vicious piece of class legislation was ever enacted. 
The man of means may stock his cellar with liquor as his fancy dictates, 
and drink it when he chooses; or he may go to his club on Sunday and 
be served there with liquor the same as on a week day; or he may go to 
a hotel, and, by ordering as much food as the Police Department decides 
shall constitute a meal, secure the privileges of the bar. The poor man 
can do none of these things satisfactorily, because of the expense. His 
favorite drink is beer. When he can buy it at a saloon he gets it in its 
most wholesome form, fresh and cool, and he buys only so much as he 
wants. When the law is enforced, there are, perhaps, as many ways for 
him to evade it as there are for the rich man, but they are not as nice 
ways. He can buy his beer in bottles on Saturday night, but he usually 
gets an inferior article at an increased price, and he must go to further 
expense for ice to cool it. He and some of his neighbors can club together 
and buy on Saturday a keg of beer to be drunk on Sunday, but in this 
case the chances are that he will drink from twice to three times as much 
as he would have drunk if he could have bought just what he wanted at 
a saloon. He can also get his beer by making a journey to Hoboken or 
Brooklyn or almost any of the outlying districts; but, in this case, too, he 
is more apt to drink too much than if the law allowed him to drink 
rationally at home with his family. Now, it may be quite true that this 
man would be better off if he did not drink beer at all; but the injustice 
of a law that oppresses him more than it oppresses: the well-to-do man is 
just as outrageous as if it were not true. Rankly unjust, also, is a law 
that prevents a man from buying his Sunday dinner at a delicatessen store, 
even though the injustice is chiefly apparent to what we are accustomed to 
consider an unimportant class of society: —the servants who are thereby 
robbed of their Sunday afternoons and evenings.

There you have the law in both of its aspects. To retain it and not 
to enforce it means blackmail. To retain it and to enforce it means in- 
justice. No law was ever more severely condemned by the facts accruing 
from it. There is but one right way out of the difficulty, and that is to 
enforce it until it can be repealed, and then to repeal it.
